Governor Crittenden, of Missouri, de­ 
nies, so tile dispatches from Jefferson 
City say, that he ever offered pardon to 
Frank James, or that he has ever received 
any proposition from James’ attorney. 
He makes a clean sweep of tho whole 
business, and denies ever having made 
any proposals to the Governor of othcr 
States to deal out matchless clemency to 
the outlaw. In the meanwhile Frank 
James goes on defying the authorities of 
Missouri aud other States and laughing 
at the imbecility of the detective force of 
the country. 


What little heart the Democrats in 
Pennsylvania have, there are signs that 
they will lose it. There seems to bo a 
favorable opportunity for them to carr}’ 
the State this fall, but as the Democratic 
party was never equal to any emergency, 
the leaders are fearful that the party wdl 
make bad use of their opportunities, and 
allow the Regular Republicans to carry 
the State. One of the leaders of the 
I iemocracy publishes the following to tile 
party: “Will it demoralize them because 
it opens tin prospects of an easy victory 
over the divided enemy? This is just 
what we are afraid of. It is to be feared 
the State Convention will lose its head. 
Victor}’ will look so certain .hat it may 
lead to a regular scramble for the nomin­ 
ations, and the weakest men beeomo tho 
nominees. Prosperity, a greater trial of 
character than adversity, may lie the rock 
upon which the Democratic party will 
split within sight of, aud almost touching 
t hsre.” 


The strike among the iron workers in 
the Middle States and in the West is 
the most pretentious strike that ever took 
place in the United States. It is esti­ 
mated that nearly 150,000 men have con­ 
cluded to quit work because the mill 
owners refused to increase the wages of 
the workingmen. When the strike will 
end and what will be tho ultimate result, 
can not be told now. It is the most se­ 
rious uprising of workingmen ever known 
in the United States, and is of greater 
magnitude 
than 
that 
of 
1877 
when 
so 
much 
blood-shedding, 
riots, and destruction of property took 
place. Men by tens of thousands quit 
work in a single day, and will try to force 
capital to accept their terms, o r silence 
and 
darken every 
furnace 
in tho 
land. AU the workingmen who have con­ 
cluded to accept idle hours and no pay 
rather than work for moderate wages, 
have not done so of their own free wil 
and accord. In a large majority of cases, 
they are men of families and cannot 
afford 
to 
idle 
away 
their 
time 
and draw no pay. But the orders came 
from 
the leaders of 
tho union to 
stop, and the men bowed their necks and 
took on the yoke. They have decided to 
endure the sting of poverty, to suffer 
from the want of the necessities of Ufo, 
and to bring discontent and misery in 
the homes, all for the sake of serving the 
union and being its slaves. There is no 
difference between the interests of capi­ 
tal and labor. It is true that m all things 
capital has the advantage of labor, but 
their interests march hand in hand, and 
without the one the other cannot gain 
permanent success. In aU strikes, how­ 
ever, there is a vast difference which 
workingmen do not consider. When 
necessary, capital can fold its arms and 
rock in the chair of ease surrounded by 
luxury, and patiently wait till hunger 
and want compel the workingmen to light 
up the furnaces again and resume their 
labors. 
It is a pity for all concerned that there 
is war between capital and labor. There 
are a good many merciless autocrats 
among the owners of vast capital, and the 
lack of judgment on the part of these 
men, and a corresponding lack of judg­ 
ment on tho part of the selfish ami am­ 
bitious leaders of the trades union, bring­ 
ing about the terrible scene of 1H77, and 
the simultaneous closing of liuudredsof 
mills in 1882. 


A Mob of Armed Men Attack 
ton a rata at Br Isla ton Park. 
Chicago, June 2.—It is announced 
with regret that what may be the first 
gun of a labor war has been fired. The 
regret, too, is enhanced by the fact that a 
citizen, much respected and standing 
high in the community, has been shot 
down and grievously wounded, in all 
probability by no son of toil, but by 
some ruffianly loafer, skulking to pillage 
aud kill under the guise of a working­ 
man. 
It was just before 7 o'clock last night 
wheu the following brief dispatch was re­ 
ceived at tho Desplaines Street Police 
Station, the sender being a Chicago, 
Alton 
and 
St. 
Louis 
railroad 
conductor: 
“Judge 
Pillsbury, 
of 
Poutiac,|was shot on my train. No. IO at 
Western avenue just north of Brighton 
Park. My train was attacked by fifty or 
more strikers. 
They rushed into the 
train aud struck right and left with iron 
rods and clubs, several persons being ser­ 
iously injured, the Judge beiug one of 
them. Several shots were fired." 
The matter was promptly investigated 
aud found to be but too true. 
A gang 
of dissatisfied dock laborers who 
had 
Snit the employ of the Joliet Iron and 
teel Company, became enraged at the 
employment of others to do the w’ork 
they had refused to do—unload vessels 
at the company’s docks in Bridgeport. 
The workers had been brought in from 
the main works at Joliet, and were being 
taken back Ut their homes on a train at 
the close of their day’s labor. On the 
same cars were other citizens in various 
walks of life, and also women and chil­ 
dren. When the train reached a point a 
short way outside the limits of this city 
a horde of ruffians armed with revolvers 
and clubs attacked it. Four clambered 
into 
the 
engineer’s cab aud com­ 
pelled 
him, at the 
point of 
the 
revolver to stop. 
Then the balance 
boarded the cars and commenced shoot­ 
ing and striking indiscriminately. So 
far as known, the only citizen dangerous­ 
ly hurt is Judge Pillsbury, who was shot 
iu the left groiu. The rioters seemed to 
be especially severe in their hatred of 
some colored laborers, several of whom 
were horribly beaten. 
Judge Pillsbury was brought back to 
this city on a special train about seven 
o’clock, and conveyed to the Washington 
hotel.|

P it t s b u r g , June I.—The great strike 
of the ironworkers was inaugurated to­ 
day. Twenty thousand men aud boys 
who yesterday added to the wealth of tho 
community by good, honest work, are to­ 
day idle consumers. Yesterday this vast 
army of producers earned fully SSO,OOO; 
to-day they squandered part of it. A 
strange stillness prevails throughout the 
city.

In on address before the medioal 
classes of tile University of Pennsylvania, 
after touching upon tho chances eveiw 
student has Tor success in tho world, 
the eminont surgeon, Dr. D. Hayes 
Agnew, said : “ Let mo repeat to you 
that the success you seek lies wholly 
within tim pale of the law, and if I were 
to lay before you what I believe to be 
tile conditions which regulate advance­ 
ment or distinction in this life, I should 
say first that the subject which is to com­ 
mand tho service of your hand and mind 
must bo intrinsically worthy, and here 
let mo say that I have never known a 
medical man, tho governing principle of 
whoso life was mercenary, to reach dis­ 
tinguished success. The purer and more 
ennobling the subject which engrosses 
the attention of the student the more 
will his mind bo elevated, his feelings 
refined, and the whole man be lifted out 
of the environment of his lower nature 
into an unclouded atmosphere of thought 
aud feeling." 
“ There is an opinion much too pre­ 
valent in the world that tho posts and 
places in life depend largely on an 
undefined and unregulated force, which 
makes man the passive creature of a for­ 
tuitous play of circumstances. 
Wealth, 
family, genius, have all been pressed 
into notice as constituting important 
factors in the race for distinction.

The “ Previous Quratieu” In the House 
of Commons* 


It is not surprising that the introduc­ 
tion into the House of Commons of the 
“ cloture,” or what is known by parlia­ 
mentarians in this country as the “ pre­ 
vious question,” should be so stoutly re­ 
sisted, when the importance of the inno­ 
vation is historically and practically con­ 
sidered. 
Looking at the subject in the 
light of the present and its necessities, 
the wonder is that some method of closing 
a debate within a reasonable period 
should not have been resorted to before 
this late day; but, when we look back 
and remember how few debaters there 
were in the days when Mr. Pitt and Mr. 
Fox led in tile discussion of important 
questions, how conservative the English 
people are. and how opposed they are to 
a new departure from the old methods 
of procedure, we easily realize that the 
opposition to Mr. Gladstone’s new rule is 
not altogether unnatural. 
Prior to the adoption of the Reform 
bill in 1832, the House of Commons was 
a large boily only in theory, for while 
the number on the clerk's list was large, 
the number of absentees was also always 
very large, the speaking was restricted 
to a limited number of orators, and the 
debates on the most important questions 
usually terminated by the natural pro­ 
cess (rf exhaustion iii a few hours, so 
that the main question came without 
forcing. 
But the Reform bill in 1832 not only 
added many more members to the Com­ 
mons, but it threw into it many conspic­ 
uous citizens who belonged to the mid­ 
dle classes, like Mr. John Bright, men 
fitted by education, ability and training, 
to properly represent the ideas and de­ 
fend the principles which had brought 
them prominently to the notice of the 
public. 
Instead of the leading parts be­ 
ing all taken by a dozen of bright and 
distinguished leaders, as was the case in 
the days of Fox and Pitt, there was a 
crow d’of new speakers, representing un­ 
easy constituencies, who insisted on being 
heard. 
As a natural consequence the 
debates became more and more protract 
ed and wearisome, the party contests lie* 
came more bitter and prolonged as tilt 
House membership resolved itself into 
cliques and factions, which resisted ob 
noxious measures by what is notv called 
“ filibustering” in tins country—a word 
that has come into general use since 
Jefferson’s Manual was written. 
Of late years these obstructionists have 
become so numerous and so persistent, 
and so determined to delay certain Gov­ 
ernment measures that were obnoxious 
to them, that it became manifest some 
decisive measures must be adopted, or 
all legislation would be defeated by the 
chronic dead-lock. 
No matter whether 
the “ filibustering” was resorted to by., 
the Tories, Radicals or Irish members, or 
all of them in league against the Minis­ 
try, the effect was the same, and there 
was no way of putting an end to talking 
against time. 
The instance of the Irish 
members keeping the House in session 
forty-two continuous hours, as was the 
case on one occasion recently, is an ex­ 
ample of the power of a factious minor­ 
ity, under the existing rules of practice, 
and also serves to show the necessity of 
curbing it. 
Under these circumstances one would 
naturally suppose that the necessity of 
adopting a new rule of procedure in the 
House of Commons would be so apparent 
that there would be but little opposition 
to it, especially w ith the majority party 
in Parliament,’which is charged with the 
responsibility of keeping the w heels of 
government in motion. 
But the pro­ 
posed new departure is seriously object­ 
ed to (I) by the old conservative element 
in Parliament and out of it, w hich dis­ 
likes changes of all kinds, and which is 
tenaciously wedded to the idea that it is 
“ better to’bear the ills we have than to 
fly to others that we know not of.” 
(2) The application of the previous ques­ 
tion to cut off debate looks to many 
people, even in this country, as a device 
to stifle the freedom of speech, with 
which mankind seems to be becoming 
more and more enamored. 
Even the 
majority has a deep interest in the 
change, because it may be in the minor­ 
ity next year, or next month, and then 
the bit placed in its own mouth by 
an overbearing majority may be as ag­ 
gravating to them as it now is to tim 
minority. 
(3) The innovation is re­ 
sisted on the ground that it may lead to 
still more serious and far-reaching re­ 
sults. 
An ambitious and reckless Minis­ 
try, backed by a resolute and courage­ 
ous majority in full sympathy with them, 
might not only pass’the most tyrannical 
measures, but suppress the voice of hon­ 
est opposition to them on the floor of the 
House. 
(4) The Tories unanimously 
object to the new rule, because they are 
now in the minority, and expect to re­ 
main so indefinitely. 
Altogether, the 
position of Mr. Gladstone on this sub­ 
ject is not a pleasant one. 
The use of the previous question in all 
legislative bodies in this country, except 
in the United States Senate, where it has 
never been in vogue, has not been pro­ 
lific of any of the bad results anticipated 
from its enforcement by the English 
statesmen. On the other hand, it has 
been found so useful in suppressing 
windy speech-makers and unscrupulous 
filibusters that it will not be long before 
it must be adopted by the Senate of the 
United States.—Chicago Journal,

score of Senators not one of whom is 
worth less than $200,000. 
The richest 
pawn is, of course. Fair of Nevada, who 
probably possesses as much as all the 
other Senators together. 
Next to him 
is David Davis, of Illinois, a widower, 
who is reputed to be the possessor of 
millions. 
It is somewhat difficult to 
name the Senator whose fortune ranks 
third in size; but if Eugene Hale of 
Maine has received the mantle of his 
father-in-law, Zach Chandler, with its 
well-lined pockets, his fortune is nearly 
as large as that of David Davis. 
The 
wife of Senator Hale is the only daugh­ 
ter of the late Senator Zach Chandler. 
Other very wealthy Senators are Miller 
of California, Mahone of Virginia, aud 
Sawyer of Wisconsin, known to be worth 
more than a million each. 
Sewell of 
New Jersey is a railroad man, and is 
very wealthy. 
Senator John Sherman 
of Ohio, it is said, is worth more than 
$2,000,000, his property consisting large­ 
ly of real estate in Washington. 
Among 
other Senators who write their fortunes 
with seven figures are Cameron of Penn­ 
sylvania, Camden and Davis of West 
Virginia, Brown of Georgia, and Plumb 
of Kansas. 
Senators Hill of Colorado, 
Gorman of Maryland, McPherson of 
New Jersey, and Pendleton of Ohio are 
all worth more than $500,000. 
Many 
other Senators are comfortably fixed, 
possessing little hoards of from $50,000 
to $400,000. 
Among those who have 
but little comparatively here below— 
that is not more than $100,000 apiece—are 
H orrid of Vermont, Anthony of Rhode 
Island, Rollins of New Hampshire, Jones 
of Nevada, Saunders of Nebraska, and 
Allison of Iowa.—Portland (Mc.)

—Paris scientists recently discussed 
the effect of the electric light on the eye, 
ami almost unanimously decided that it 
is harmless.
